Dear  Governor  Dukakis: 

We  hardly  wish  to  interrupt  your  activities  within  the  Commonwealth  and 
the  Democratic  nomination  campaign  with  matters  involving  the  Quincy 
shipyard.  We  have  relied  on  our  very  positive  February  12  meeting  with  you 
and  your  senior  Administration  associates,  as  well  as  our  continued  activities 
to  bring  about  an  early  inauguration  of  the  new  employee  owned  shipyard. 

We  believe  that  our  efforts  alone,  in  dialogue  with  your  officials  are 
insufficient  to  prompt  them  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  assist  in  bringing 
about  this  major  Labor  Initiative.  Specifically  in  the  single  meeting  we  have 
had  with  your  officials  since  Febuary  12,  we  have  been  proposed  an 
unworkable  plan  based  on  a  2  year  licensed  use  of  a  portion  of  the  shipyard 
with  no  definition  as  to  our  'title  to  the  equipment.  Our  financial  advisors 
ha1**  told  us  that  private  financing  of  working  capi*^'  for  such  a  scheme  is 
impossible.  Your  officials  have  intimated  that  their  scheme  is  the  result  of 
their  negotiations  with  the  MWRA. 

What  has  become  of  the  longstanding  plan  to  secure  from  the  Legislature  the 
approval  of  a  lease,  or  lease-  purchase  by  Ml  FA  and  or  the  Land  Bank  with 
back  to  back  lease  to  the  Shipbuilders.  After  all  this  time,  exactly  nine 
months  to  toe  day  that  MWRA  informed  the  Public  that  they  were  buying 
the  entire  shipyard  property,  we  have  no  solution  in  sight.  We  have  indeed 
gone  backwards  instead  of  forwards.

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are  scheduled  to  meet  again  with  senior  Administration  officials  May  19. 
It  would  appear  however  that  without  your  stimulation,  the,  Administration 
will  lose  this  most  important  Labor  Initiative  in  the  manufacturing  sector. 
We  have  come  to  the  critical  point  in  this  matter  of  Public  importance,  and 
we  request,  your  direction.

Loaned  Executive  Programs  in  1987.   The  list  has  grown  from  25  in  1985, 
when  we  conducted  our  first  survey,  to  37  in  1987.   Hopefully,  the  program 
will  continue  to  grow. 

One  thing  I  have  learned  through  these  surveys  is  that  most  communities 
treat  the  Labor  Loaned  Executive  position  the  same  as  they  do  the  other 
Loaned  Executive  slots,  with  no  different  Job  Description  developed.   I'm 
not  so  sure  that  this  is  the  right  approach,  as  a  volunteer  from  Labor  (it 
would  seem)  should  surely  have  very  specific  Labor  oriented  duties  and 
activities. 

If  any  of  you  have  since  developed  a  job  description  for  a  Labor  Loaned 

Executive  that  is,  in  fact,  Labor  oriented,  I  would  very  much  appreciate 

receiving  a  copy  of  it.   Also,  if  there  are  any  programs  out  there  that  are 

not  part  of  the  list,  please  let  me  know,  and  send  along  any  information 
that  you  deem  relevant. 

As  you  begin  your  preliminary  planning  for  the  1988  campaigns,  should  you 
wish  to  consider  recruiting  a  Loaned  Executive  from  the  ranks  of  Organized 
Labor,  please  feel  free  to  contact  any  of  your  brothers  and  sisters  on  the 
list  for  consultation  and  technical  assistance.

The  response  was  overwhelming  and  the  American  Red 
Cross  has  since  distributed  hundreds  of  thousands  of  copies  of  the 
brochures. 


With  that  in  mind,  I  am  taking  this  opportunity  to  share  with  you 
information  on  a  teleconference  to  be  held  May  24,  1988,  from  1:00  p.m.  to 
4:00  p.m.  Eastern  Standard  Time  on  the  subject  of  AIDS.   United  Way  of 
America  is  one  of  the  seven  sponsors  of  the  program  (as  a  matter  of  fact, 
we  were  just  recently  brought  into  the  program  at  the  tail  end,  after  most 
of  the  details  had  pretty  much  been  formulated) .   The  program  is  done  under 
the  auspices  of  PBS,  the  Public  Broadcasting  Service. 

Among  the  topics  that  should  be  of  interest  to  Organized  Labor  are  under 
Who  Should  Attend?,  they  list  the  Employee  Assistance  Program  Officer  (who 
definitely  works  with  Organized  Labor),  under  Questions  To  Be  Answered, 
they  list  What  OSHA  regulations  apply  to  AIDS  cases?  (a  topic  definitely 
of  interest  to  Organized  Labor),  etc.

Thank  you  for  contacting  me  concerning  the  proposed  changes  in 
Federal  Aviation  Administration  regulations  which  would  expand  the 
ability  of  U.S.  airlines  to  have  maintenance  of  their  aircraft 
conducted  abroad.   I  appreciate  hearing  your  views. 

The  current  regulation,  which  has  been  in  effect  since  1949,  very 
strictly  limits  the  ability  of  U.S.  carriers  to  have  their  aircraft 
maintained  by  a  foreign  repair  station.   First,  only  those  aircraft 
operated  abroad  can  be  maintained  at  a  foreign  repair  station;  and 
second,  the  only  maintenance  contemplated  under  the  current 
regulation  is  that  which  is  necessary  to  move  aircraft  in  an 
airworthy  manner.   Routine,  scheduled  maintenance  and  overhauls  are 
not  permitted  under  the  existing  regulation. 

Since  this  regulation  is  37  years  old,  I  do  not  dispute  that  the  FAA 
should  review  it,  as  they  are  presently  doing.   The  aviation  world 
is  vastly  different  now  than  it  was  in  1949,  and  I  believe  the 
regulation  should  be  revisited  to  take  account  of  the  changes  in 
aviation.   However,  I  believe  that  the  basic  premise  of  the 
regulation  continues  to  be  valid.   U.S.  airlines  should  receive 
maintenance  abroad  only  when  it  has  been  demonstrated  that  there  is 
a  need  and  that  it  is  impractical  to  have  maintenance  performed 
within  the  U.S.   I  also  recognize,  as  has  the  FAA,  that  there  are 
from  time  to  time,  reasonable  grounds  for  exemptions  from  these 
regulations,  but  I  believe  the  FAA  should  review  these  on  a  case-by- 
case  basis  with  the  burden  placed  on  the  petitioners  to  demonstrate 
that  it  is  necessary  that  the  maintenance  be  conducted  abroad.

With  the  summer  travel  season  rapidly  approaching,  many  of  us 
will  soon  have  occasion  to  frequent  the  nation's  air  travel 
system.   More  than  450  million  passengers  took  to  the  skies  in 
the  United  States  last  year  -  that's  an  average  of  two  trips  for 
every  U.S.  citizen,  and  nearly  a  70%  increase  from  10  years  ago, 
when  airline  deregulation  took  effect.   However,  with  lower  fares 
and  more  options  for  air  travellers,  we  have  new  and  frustrating 
problems  —  with  service,  schedules,  and  potentially  with  safety. 
I  believe  the  solutions  to  our  aviation  system's  problems,  while 
neither  easy  nor  quick,  are  clear. 

We  currently  have  $5.7  billion  lying  unused  in  an  Aviation  Trust 
Fund.   This  trust  fund,  which  has  been  financed  largely  through  an 
8%  tax  on  airline  tickets,  has  been  preserved  as  a  bookkeeping 
means  to  subtract  from  the  federal  deficit.   We  must  spend  this 
money  to  improve  our  airports,  modernize  our  air  traffic  control 
system,  hire  more  controllers,  and  improve  safety  enforcement. 
Congress  took  the  first  step  toward  that  goal  last  December,  passing 
the  "Airport  and  Airway  Improvement  Amendments  of  1987",  which 
directs  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  to  hire  an  additional 
1,000  air  traffic  controllers  and  authorizes  spending  close  to  $20 
billion  from  the  trust  fund  over  the  next  five  years  for  airport 
improvements.    But  we  cannot  stop  there. 

If  you  believe  a  safety  violation  is  being  committed  by  an  airline, 
you  should  call  the  FAA's  toll-free  number  to  report  it  (1-800-FAA- 
SURE).   If  you  wish  to  register  a  complaint  about  service  on  an 
airline  (lost  baggage,  overbooking,  etc.)  you  can  either  contact 
the  Department  of  Transportation's  Consumers  Affairs  office  at  202- 
366-2220,  or  write  to  James  H.  Burnley,  Secretary  of  Transportation, 
400  7th  Street,  S.W.,  Washington  DC,  20590.   An  educated  and  vocal 
consumer  is  Congress'  best  ally  in  the  struggle  for  improved 
airline  safety  and  service.   We  must  keep  the  pressure  on  for  the 
airlines  and  the  Administration  to  keep  the  skies  "friendly."
